Republicans Have All Underhold and 
Command the Layout. 
Washington, December g9.—RBoth the re- 
publican and democratic committees ap- 
pointed for the purpose of filling the va- 
cancies in the senate committees met this 


afternoon at the capitol. 
The republicans conducted their confer- 
ence with the utmost secrecy. No conclu- 
sion of any kind was reached and meetings 
will be held from day to day until com- 
mittee arrangements are ready to be sub- 
mitted to the caucus. The large addition 
to the republican membership of the senate 
makes the task of suitably and satisfac- 
torily adjusting the assignments a task not 
i erformed. 
pee senators like Sherman, Morrill, Alli- 
son, Mitchell and Aldrich, who have been 
chairman of particular committees for 
years, will retain their places, and where 
a senator is the ranking member of two or 
more committees he will be permitted, in 
accordance with the usage of the senate, to 
select the chairmanship from his list that 
he prefers.

REED AS A CANDIDATE. . 
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Ambitious To Be President, but Says 


He’ll Fight Only Once. 

Washington, December 9.—While Speaker 
Reed will not talk for publication regarding 
the next republican convention, he does 
not hesitate to discuss the subject with 
his personal friends. One of his closest 
friends said today: 

“Speaker Reed believes that whoever is 
nominated on the republican ticket will be 
the next president. He also believes his 
own chances for the nomination are very 
promising. He is convinded, moreover, 
that if he is not nominated this time he 
never will be. He said to me recently 
that his great ambition was to be president 
of the United States, but that he had a 
horror of being looked upon by the country 
as @ perpetual candidate for that office. 
He does not intend to be a Blaine or a 
Sherman. He does intend to strive with all 
his power from now until the convention 
adjourns to secure the nomination. 

‘If he wins, he says, he will have reach- 
ed the height of his earthly desires, and if 
he fails he will retire absolutely from poli- 
tics, move to New York city and take up 
the practice of law. He says this without 
any pettishness or feeling that he will have 
a grievance because he shall have been ¢e- 
nied the nomination. 

“He says that he has obtained now, with 
the exception of the presidency, all that it 
would be possible for him to obtain of po- 
litical honor. He has, he tells me, become 
convinced that he has got to the part- 
ing of the ways of his life, one of which 
may lead to the presidency and the ouher 
to an honorable and remunerative career 
as a lawyer out of politics. He has delib- 
erately started on the former. If he finds 
that he cannot reach the goal he has de- 
termined to renounce all desire to obtain 
it in the future, to get on the other path 
at once and to follow it resolutely,”

CINCINNATI SOLDIERS NOW ON 
THE WAY TO CUBA. 


They Came Here to the Exposition and 
Didn’t Go Back Home—The 
Latest News. 


Cincinnati, O., December 9.—Seven mem- 
bers of the Fifth regiment of the Ohio 
national guard, while with their regiment 
at Atlanta, deserted their companies and 
went to Cuba to enlist with the insurgents. 

A letter, received from Savannah, Ga., 
stated that they would leave for Ber- 
muda tonight, where they would catch a 
boat and sail for Cuba on December 15th.

CUTTER AT WORK. 


Filibusters Were Too Clever for the 
Revenue Officers. 


Key West, Fla., December %~-The reve- 
nue cutter Forward returtied today from 
Cape Sable, where she had been sent by 
Collector Browne to watch the Cuban fili- 
busters at that point. She reports that on 
Saturday a steamer of about 000 tons, ap- 
parently a yacht, came to anchor about 
twelve miles from the cape. The cutter got 
under way and steamed toward the strang- 
er and when within about three miles of 
her the latter hove up anchor and pro- 
ceeded to sea, going about inree imiles to 
the cutter’s one. Several shots were fired 
at her but no attention was paid to them. 

The cutter picked up a ship’s yawl boat 
with four men, one American, two Cubans 
and one negro. The American acted as 
spokesman and said that they were bound 
to Key West from New York by way of 
Tampa, but as they were so near they had 
decided to tack their boat for Key West. 
He claimed not to know the name of the 
steamer or its destination. Captain Rob- 
erts, of the Forward, released the men. 

It is thought by the officials here that 
the camp at Cape Sable has been broken 
up. For three months Collector Browne 
has been watching the movements of this 
party and several times they have changed 
their camp only to be again located and 
closely watched, but notwithstanding all 
the precautions to prevent the gailing of 
this expedition, taken by the customs offl- 
cials, The Times Union correspondent is re- 
liably informed that most of the men have 
left Cape Sable and on the steamer sighted 
by the cutter Forward. The capture of the 
arms and ammunition and the return of a 
part of the original party was part of a 
well laid plan to deceive the officials and 
call off the several cutters stationed in 
that vicinity. The many reports made by 
the returning members were calculated to 
create the impression that the expedition 
had been abandoned. It is reported that 
the steamer had many men on board and 
also a large amount of ammunition which 
had been picked up at several places along 
the coast. Enrique Collazo is said to be in 
command of the party. News of their safe 
landing is momentarily expected, 


REBELS WORSTED. 


Several More Shiploads of Spanish 
Troops Have Been Landed. 
Havana, December 9.—A party composed 
of sixty soldiers of the Barcelona regiment, 
forty-five hussars from the Rodas regi- 
ment and twenty volunteers had an engage- 
ment yesterday at Palma Ray witha band 
of 800 rebels belonging to the command of 
the Insurgent Leader Ricardo Perez. The 
fight lasted an hour and a half. The Span- 
iards had five men killed and five wounded. 

The loss of the rebels was very heavy.

BOND DEAL ROASTED 


American Federation of Labor Met 
Yesterday in New York. 


PRESIDENT M’BRIDE SPOKE 
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Struck from the Shoulder and Told the 
Truth. 


HE INDORSED THE CUBAN REVOLUTIONISTS 


The Committee on Credentials Had 
but Very Little Difficulty—Pro- 
ceedings of the Day. 


New York, December 9.—The convention 
of the American Federation of Labor was 
opened this morning at Madison Square 
Garden. Labor leaders from all over the 
country, Canada and Great Britain are 
present to lend their prestige to the con- 
vention as an assemblage of the leading 
representatives of the organized working 
class of the United States. 

The greatest interest is already displayed 
in the election of officers and the friends 
of candidates are actively canvassing for 


subordinate to the government, but today 
the government is at the mercy of the 
banks, and the bankers dictate our sys- 
tem of finance and laugh at the protests 
of the people against the tyranny of their 
rule. You should not only protest by 
resolution against the crime committed, 
but bring your influence to bear upon your 
representatives in congress to the end that 
they may provide against a repetition ora 
continuance of this great crime. 


Sympathy for Cuba. 

“What stronger evidence,’’ he continued, 
“can be given to the world to demonstrate 
that the spirit of liberty and progress still 
lives than that of Cuba, formerly the slave 
mart of the western world, now shaken 
from center to circumference by a revolt 
for freedom on the part of men, or the 
sons of men, who, a few years ago, were 
sold as slaves to the highest bidder. The 
Cuban revolt is in itself deserving of a 
consideration and recognition at our hands, 
but when we remfember that the Spanish 
dynasty has always evidenced hostility to 
republican governments, even in the case 
of thts country, we should be all the more

The convention opened in the assembly 
rooms of Madison Square Garden shortly 
after 10 o’clock. The hall was elaborately 
decorated with bunting and streamers and 
banners of various labor organizations 
were also hung upon the walls. As this 
is the first time in twelve years that the 
Federation has met in this city the con- 
vention has excited exceptional local in- 
terest and the assembly rooms and corri- 
dors were crowded some time before the 
proceedings began 

John McBride, the president of the Fed- 
eration, called the convention to order and 
introduced J. W. Sullivan, of this city, 
who delivered the address of welcome. 

President McBride responded in appro- 
priate terms. He handled in a vigorous 
fashion all the questions of the day. 

Roasts the Bond Deal. 

On the recent issue of government bonds, 
President McBride talked some vigorous 
English. He said: 

“The greatest crime of the ninetneenth 
century, and the most remarkable ever 
perpetrated upon our people, was that com- 
mitted by the present national adminis- 
tration in adding to the bonded indebted- 
ness of our country during a time of peace. 

“The attempt to maintain a gold reserve 
of one hundred million dollars by a con- 
tract such as was made with fhe Belmont- 
Morgan syndicate was farcical to say the 
least, but a farce only in so far as it was 
intended to blind the people to the fact 
that they were being robbed, deliberately 
and unmercifully, in the interests of east- 
ern bankers and bondholders, whose only 
desire has been and now is the perpetua- 
tion of a system of bonded indebtedness 
of part of the government. 

“Phe wickedness of the bond deal was 
exposed to the syndicate advancing gold 
to the governnmrent one day to increase the 


reserve, and the next day decreasing the | 


reserve by handing in national securities 
and getting gold for them, and with this 
gold purchasing new bonds having a long 
Jease of life. The eastern bankers, if 
permitted, will continue draining the gold 
reserve until new bonds replace the old 
ones, and an interest-bearing indebtedness 
has again been established, and the life 


of the national banks prolonged beyond | 


the present generation of men. 

“The bankers are not in business for 
their healtn, and they do not care what 
misery they plunge the people into; how 
embarrassed the government becomes or

time to prepare its report. There were 
only one or two contesting delegations. 
Reassembling of Convention. 

Upon the reassembling of the conven- 
tion the committee on credentials 
reported in favor of seating eighty- 
three delegates, and that there 
were six protests for the considera- 
tion of which the committee asked fur- 
ther time; The report was accepted. The 
chairman announced the committees after 
which he read his annual report 

It is in large part embodied in President 
‘McBride’s address. The report of the 
secretary and the treasurer show that 
during the year there was spent for the 
defense of miners and other unions, for 
the defense of Debs, the lecturing tour of 
Burns, Holmes, etc., $3,467. The receipts 
for the year were $18,493; expenses $15,612, 
leaving a balance on hand October 31, 
1895, of $3,331. 

The secretary says: While we cannot 
report any great apparent gains in the 
field of labor during the past year the 
agitation and education that is progress- 
ing along economic lines is particularly 
noticeable. 


Talk by John Swinton. 

At the conclusion of the reading of the 
reports John Swinton, the well-known 
writer on labor subjects, addressed the 
convention. The speaker denounced the 
methods of treating strikers by the au- 
thorities and instanced the sending of 
troops to Chicago by the “unspeakable 
Cleveland.””: The militia, he said, had be- 
come the tools of a plutocracy, so base 
that no army in Europe would “do the 
dirty work of shooting women, as they say 
they did in Brooklyh. Conlin, the chief 
of the New York police,” he continued, 
“had talked of grape and canister for 
the suppression of strikers. Shame upon 
that creature Conlin, who is a meaner foe 
than his predecessor.” The time for 
strikes had not yet passed, Mr. Swinton 
said. How else should the workers meet 
the oppression of government and of plu- 
tocrats. If American labor found that 
new methods were necessary to preserve 
American freedom, now imperiled as nev- 
er before, let them adopt such new meth- 
ods as would meet the situation and the 
existing conditions, 

Rev.. Father Ducey also delivered an a4- 
dress and at its conclusion. the convention 
adjourned till tomorrow morning.

That Is What Harry Hayward, the 
Murderer, Says He Is. 


HAS AN ABUNDANCE OF NERVE 


“They’re Off,” He Said When Work 
Began on the Scaffold. 


AND THEN HE LAUGHED HEARTILY 


Intends To Return to Earth and Tor- 
ture His Brother Adry 
and Blixt. 


Minneapolis, Minn., December 9.—Harry 
Hayward paced his narrow prison cell this 
morning while within one hundred feet the 

carpenters clattered 
boards and drove 
nails, heralding to 
the restless wretch 
the fact that his 
scaffold was in pro- 
cess of erection. 
The iron door be- 
tween the cellroom 
and hanging court 
wags closed, but this 
did not prevent the 
muffled but distinct 
sounds of prepara- 
tion from smiting the ear. Harry had not 
been informed as to the work, but at the 
first sounds he said with a laugh to his 
guard: 

“They’re off.’’ 

He began to be moody in a short time, 
however, sitting down only to arise with 
@ nervous movement and muttering ag he 
walked: 

“They can’t hang me but once, and I 
guess I can stand that. Say, if I take the 
rope all right and wait until they cut me 
down, will they let me go if I get up and 
walk off?’ 

**Yes,”’ shortly replied the guard, but he 
did not join in the laugh that rang out from 
the lips of the prisoner. 

“Say,” and Harry loosened the clothing 
about his neck, with his index finger; “I 
figure that I won’t be hurt at all. I won't 
know just when it occurs, unless some devil 
who stood waiting for me told me all about 
it afterwards, for the doctors say that there 
is nothing but a sudden soothing, dreamy 
feeling and then—a blank. 

“If the d—d thing works all right I won't 
care. Say, if a spirit can come back to 
earth you can bet your last dollar I will. 
And then the prison bars will not keep me 
from Blixt or Adry. 

Will Haunt Adry and Blixt. 

“I will torture both until they die. Some- 
how or other I believe in a hereafter. But 
it is such an uncertain quantity that I 
don’t take in much gospel stuff. I guess 
that I will trust to luck and do the best I 
can after I get into the next world. Per- 
haps they will give a fellow a chance to 
square himself, ‘ 

“There they go again, hammering on that 
scaffold. That’s right. I hope they have good 
men and will make it strong. Every one 
wants me to get weak in the knees, but"! 
am going to fool them. They will find out 
whether Harry Hayward is a man of nerve 
or is the devil in disguise.”’ 

Clinching his teeth and looking savagely 
before him, Harry raved while ex-Alderman 
8. C. Cutter and his men were building the 
platform and piating the 10x12 hanging 
beam. The platform will be eight feet ten 
inches high and the drop will be between 
seven and éight feet. 


TRAGIC SUICIDE. 


BODY OF CHARLES VORWALD 
FOUND IN THE RUINS. 


An Employe Hears of It and Tries To 
Kill Himself—The Story of 
the Fire.

The fire occurred a few min- 
utes after George was seen to enter his 
room, The upper stories were occupied as 
flats By twelve German families who lose 
all, barely escaping with their lives. The 
fire began shortly before midnight and 
burned until daylight.

Located in a Creek. 

Officers Bradley, Herrington and Ozburn 
mounted their horses and set out for the 
Chattahoochee brick camps two or three 
miles below Bolton, hoping to overtake 
and stop the unknown boatman, Reach- 
ing the place the officers learned that the 
boat and occupant had been seen gliding 
along leisurely down stream. The officers 
quickly rode to Mayson and Turner's fer- 
ry and sent out scouts: along the river, 
nothing having been seen of the floating 
outfit. After, passing several hours and 
scanning the river the officers located the 
boat in the creek, some distance above 
the ferry. 

Crossing the river the officers reached 
the boat and found it well supplied with 
the necessaries for a week’s trip. Two 
frying pans, a coffee pot, plate. and 
dishes and a lot of provisions were stowed 
away in the bow of the skiff and some 
empty gun shells lay in the bottom of the 
boat, indicating that the possessor of the 
outfit was a hunter, but nothing could 
be seen of the man, despite a search of 
the surrounding country, a wild section 
of brush and undergrowth. 

But He Never Came Back. 

Thinking that the man would return 
some time during the night the officers 
hid out near the place of anchorage and 
waited. The occupant of the skiff, how- 
evér, did not return and just as day dawn- 
ed yesterday the officers decided to give 
up the watch and take possession of the 
outfit. The boat was rowed back to its 
place of mooring and the cargo removed 
to the headquarters of the county police. 

A satchel found in the boat contained 
a lot of clothing and other articles. No 
clew to the identity of the man in the 
boat was found unless an envolope bearing 
the name of H. L. Merrill belonged to him. 
The envolope contained a note signed by 
E. B. Jennings, secretary of the Denver, 
Col., lodge of the Switchmen’s Mutual 
Aid Association. A letter written some 
time ago addressed to “Dear Mother,” 
signed ‘‘Harry,’’ was among the contents 
of the package of clothing. The letter 
was written in Atlanta but never mailed. 

In the letter he wrote of intending to fit 
out a boat and float down the river to 
the. gulf should he fail to secure work 
in Atlanta. The contents of the letter in- 
dicated that the writer was a railroad 
man, and that fact coupled with the note 
Signed by Jennings seems to identify the 
boatman as H. L. Merrill.

Judge Brawley’s Decision in the Cap- 
tain Hughes’s Case. 

Charleston, S. C., December 9.—Judge W. 
H. Brawley, of the United States district 
court, handed down today his decision in 
the case against Captain Samuel Hughes, 
the master of the steamship Laurada, 
which was ciarged with violating the neu- 
trality laws of the United States. 

Judge Brawley holds that while there is 
no preof of an expedition begun within the 
tersitory of the United States, there is 
sufficient proof of an offense committed on 
the high seas to justify further investiga- 
tion.

TO PREVENT LYNCHINGS. 


Virginia State Senate Is Considering 
a Bill. 

Richmond, Va., December 9.—In the sen- 
ate today Mr. Flanagan introduced a bill 
to prevent lynching, which he said was 
strictly in accordance with the recommen- 
dations made by the governor in the lat- 
ter’s message. The bill provides that 
whenever a lynching occurs in any county 
or town it shall be the duty of the super- 
visors or. the council of the city or town, 
as the case may be, to lay a levy of 
$200 for each 1,000 inhabitants, which is to 
be collected as other county taxes are col- 
lected and the proceeds to be paid into the 
public treasury by the treasurer of the 
county as the taxes are paid therein. The 
bill defines lynching to be a riotous pun- 
ishment of a person charged with a crime.

Baron Marshall von Bieberstein, minis- 
ter of foreign affairs in reply to Herr 
Fritzeen’s remarks concerning the tariff 
situation between Germany and the United 
States said that the American congress 
had some ‘time since adopted a differential 
duty upon sugar. Germany had protested 
against this and Mr. Cleveland did loyally 
all that he had the power to doin the mat- 
ter, but congress refused to modify its 
previous action. Germany, he declared, 
maintains that the differential duty adopt- 
ed by the American congress is a viola- 
tion of the existing treaty. President 
Cleveland’s message charging Germany 
with applying differential treatment to 
certain American exports was a great sur- 
prise. He then proceeded to show that the 
charges made by the president were devoid 
of foundation. The presence of the ‘Texas 
fever in cattle proved that prohibition of 
the importation of American meats into 
Germany was necessary, but the same 
measures were in existence against other 
states than America. 

Concerning the cancellation of the li- 
censes of American companies he said 
that certain American insurance companies 
doing business in Prussia had nad their 
licenses revoked because they would not 
conform to the laws, which were the same 
for German compantes and foreign com- 
panies, If the American companies would 
undertake to conform to the laws fncth- 
ing could prevent them from reopening 
their business. This matter, he said, was 
purely a German concern, over which 
he could not admit the criticism «fa for- 
eign government. Germany, he declared, } 
would lIcyally continue to adhere to her 
treaties, not allowing herself to be fright- 
ened by threats.

Madrid, December 9.—The shops in the 
city are all closed today, their proprietors. 
fearing that rioting might grow out of the 
great public demonstration against the 
scandals in the municipal council and the 
passive attitude of the government in re- , 
gard thereto, All of the principal streets 
are strongly guarded by police. 

Forty thousand persons paraded the 
streets this afternoon, Among the promi- 
nent men‘who took part in the demonstra-, 
tion were several members of the late min- 
istry, including ex-Prime Minister Sagasta, 
Senor Silvela, Senores Margall and Salm- 
ron, the republican leaders, and a number 
of senators and members of the chamber of 
deputies. 

The route of the procession was lined 
with people, who enthusiastically cheered 
the paraders. There was an immense dis- 
play of gendarmes and cavalry, but their 
services were not required as the demon- 
stration was orderly throughout.

ABYSSINIANS AHEAD. 


Twenty-Five Thousand Completely 
Surrounded Italian Soldiers. 
Rome, December 9.—The government 
meade the announcement today that the 
five companies of Italian soldiers, compos- 
ing the column under the command of 
Major Tossoli, operating in Abyssinia, had 
been surrounded by a fomee of 25,000 na- 
tives and that only a small portion of the 
command had succeeded in breaking 
through the beleaguering lines and mak- 

ing their retreat to Makame. 

The fate of Major Tossoli and that part 
of his command remaining with him is as 
yet unknown. General Barateri, com- 
manding the Italian forces in Abyssinia, 
is concentrating his troops at Makame, 
which piace is well fortified and amply 
supplied with provisions and is prepared 
to repel the forces of the enemy, which 
are nmroving in that direction. The an- 
nouncement had a deeply emotional effect. 


ONE THOUSAND MISSING. 


Seven Hundred Italians Known To 
Have Been Killed. 

London, December 9.—A dispatch from 
Rome to the Central News says that the:

soli repulsed successive bodies of Abyssin- 
ians, but could not reach Major Tossoli, 

The latter’s troops had exhausted their 
ammunition. As sodn as the enemy learn- 
ed this they charged upon the Italians, 
nearly all of whom were massacred. it 
is known that fourteen Italian officers and 
700 men were killed while 300 are missing.

That is, in giving my poems to 
the newspaper on which I am employed 
and in never volunteéring a contribution to 
any periodical. Mr. Field, you know, never 
offered his poems to editors; he always let 
them order verses from him when they 
wanted them.” 

Miss Monroe has been a journalist now 
for some time, being employed as an edi- 
torial writen on The Chicago Times-Herald, 
and she contributes to the editorial page of 
that paper a signed article almost daily on 
any subject which pleases her. She is a 
deep and comprehensive thinker and a new 
woman in the best sense of the word. 

W hile looking at some of the old-fashion- 
ed Charleston pictures of beautiful belles 
and dames of the olden times we were 
speaking of the extreme feminine charm of 
the old pictures of women.

POLICE WANT CUDDY. 


THE STREET PREACHER MAY BE 
ARRESTED THIS MORNING. 


Captain Jordan Looked Into Sunday 
Morning’s Affair and Now 
Wants Cuddy. 


W. A. Cuddy, the street preacher, !s 


wanted by the police. 

If arrested a charge of disorderly con- 
duct will be entered against him. The 
preacher is wanted on account of the scene 
created by him in front of the Catholic 


church Sunday. 

An order for the arrest of Cuddy was 
issued and read out to the afternoon 
watch at 12 o’clock yesterday. All of the 
police kept a lookout for the preacher, but 
he had not been found up to midnight last 
night. - 

The order was read to the watch which 
went on duty at midnight last night and 
the preacher will probably be arrested be- 
fore noon, unless the order is rescinded. 
The paper was signed by Captain Jesse 
Jordan, in charge of the morning watch, 
who was on duty at the time Cuddy came 
near getting hirmself in trouble Sunday 
morning. 

The line of prosecution against Cuddy 
will be based upon the disorder he created 
in taking up a position in front of the 
church. His free license to preach on the 
street does not give him the privilege of 
offending people of an opposite belief by 
taking a position in front of their place of 
worship and preaching against them an 
their religion. ‘ 

Yesterday morning Captain Jordan look- 
ed into the matter, calling on geveral mem- 
bers of the church who saw and heard 
the proceedings in front of the church. 
Becoming convinced that Cuddy had cre- 
ated disorder and laid himself amenable 
to the city ordinances regujating the peace 
and good order of the city, Captain Jordan 
issued the order to the police to arrest the 
preacher. 

Should the preacher be arrested the mat- 
ter will come before Judge Andy Calhoun, 
in the police court. The namres of several 
witnesses have already been secured and 
a test case will be made of the affair. 

The matter is likely to become important 
in the event Cuddy is arrested. The gen- 
eral question of street preaching will prob- 
ably be looked into by the ceurt and an 
important precedent may be established 
as to the right of preachers to conduct 
services on the public streets. 

Captain Jordan says that his only desire 
in the case is to perform his whole duty. 
He says that he has no idea of the extent 
of the disorder created by Cuddy, it sim- 
ply being reported to him that there was 
disorder.

Enthusiasm Over the Visit to the Ex- 

position. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., December 9.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—The business bodies of Chattanooga, 
supported by the local press, have succeed- 
ed in creating a deal of enthusiasm for 
Chattanooga day at the exposition. 

The last meeting of the committee having 
the preparations for the day in charge was 
held today. The report of the transportation 
committee, naming the Western and At- 
lantic railway as the official route on that 
day, was adopted without dissent. The ac- 
tion was influenced chiefly by the generous 
action of President Thomas in furnishing 
free transportation to Chattanooga’s three 
companies of militia, and Colonel C. E.

BOARD OF TRADE’S DISPLAY 


Commissioner J. A. Filcher Has Done 
a Good Work—How the Exhibit 
Is Made and Maintained. 


As the fair goes on the exhibit of Cali- 
fornia continues to attract general notice. 

This exhibit is one of the best at the 
exposition, and has taken away innumera- 
ble gold medals. It is made by the state 
board of trade, 

The state board of trade is a voluntary 
corporation, organized for the purpose of 
advancing the interests of that state on 
any lines that in the judgment of its 
directors may seem most practical and 
beneficial. It maintains & permanent ex- 
hibit of the state’s productions at home, 
distributes California literature 
quarters of the globe and corresponds with 
people in all parts of the world who want 
to know about or are interested in Cali- 
fornia. It lends its encouragement to local 
enterprises that are calculated to promote 
the state’s development, and it does exhibi- 
tion work when others fail to keep Cali- 
fornia’s resources to the front. The (tm- 
portance of the Atlanta exposition had not 
impressed itself on the people of the Golden 
State up to the time the biennial session of 
the legislature adjourned last March, and 
consequently no state appropriation was 
made for making an exhibit here of the 
state’s resources. When later Atlanta and 
its prospective great exposition began to 
attract attention in that distant state and 
the importance of making an exhibit here 
began to impress itself on some of the peo- 
ple, there was one body, and only one, 
that could undertake the 
show of success, and that was the state 
board of trade. This body discussed the 
undertaking, but among its members there 
developed more or less opposition, mainly 


respects a competitor of California; that 
her people already enjoyed a mild and salu- 
brious climate,’ and were, therefore, not 
likely to be interested in the Golden State 
by any show it could make. Then there 
were drawbacks in the way of funds. The 
state board of trade’s treasury would not 
warrant the necessary outlay.

At the suggestion of the 
state board of trade the governor, who, 
from the start of the agitation manifested 
an earnest desire to have California rep- 
resented at Atlanta, and who wrote a let- 
ter to Manager Filicher only a few days ago 
regretting his inability to attend the expo- 
sition on account of ill health, was asked 
to call the supervisors of the different 
counties together in state convention for 
the purpose of considering the question 
of assisting the state board of trade to 
make a creditable show of the state’s re- 
sources at Atlanta. The convention was 
a success; needed financial aid was prom- 
ised, but even then there was more or less 
opposition to the idea of California taking 
an exhibit to the south. Finally W. 
Mills, a very eloquent and strong member 
of the state board of trade and a gen- 
tleman of recognized broad views and lib- 
eral sentiment, took the stand that the At- 
lanta exposition was in the nature of notice 
to the world that the south was no longer

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CALIFORNIA'S SHOW!TO ANOTHER JURY 


Foreign Section at the Exposition To 
Be dudged Today. 


HOW THE BODY WAS BORN 


The Result of a Kick Because There 
Was No International Jury. 
Who Compose It. 


A second jury of awards will begin work 
at the exposition this morning. 

During this week the foreign sections will 
be inspected and the awards made accord- 
ing to the decisions of the body which will 
be organized this morning, 

This second jury is a kind of substitute 
for the international jury for which the 
foreigners have been fighting since their 
arrival at the fair. It is made up of C. A. 
Baratoni, vice president of the Italian 
chamber of commerce at New York, and 
vice president of the New York board of 
traue; Mr. L. DeGive, Atlanta; Mr. H. 
Shroeder, Atlanta, and A. Riccio, Atlanta. 
Acting with these will be the committee on 
adjustment of awards from the board of di- 
rectors, consisting of Messrs. Bullock, 
Spalding, Cosgrove, Adler and Woodward. 

At the session of the regular jury in. At- 
lanta the.foreign sections were not exam- 
ined and no report was made on them. 
There was a vigorous kick during the 
whole time from some of the foreign rep- 
resentatives, as they claim that the exposi- 
tion had advertised to have an internation- 
al jury. This kick asserted itself in violent 
form several times and formal protest was 
filed with the president, He took official 
notice of it and as a result of the misunder- 
standing the present jury has been ap- 
pointed. 

It required some time, however, to pacify 
the foriegn representatives at the fair. 
Mr. Macchi said that he had induced the 
European exhibitors to come to Atlanta 
with the understanding that their exhibits 
were to be passed upon by an international 
He insisted that an international 
tone be given to the jury, and when Dz, 
Gilman was here the request came up and 
was considered.

Michigan Sends a Fine Delegation to 
the Exposition. 


EXERCISES HELD AT NOON 


Governor Rich Was Not Ablé To Be 


Present. 


THE PARTY WILL REMAIN UNTIL WEDNESDAY 


Many Distinguished Business Men of 
Detroit and Other Michigan 
Cities in the Party. 


Michigan brought a large delegation of 
citizens to the exposition yesterday, and 
with the visitors came a lot of Michigan 
weather. 

The day yesterday was set apart especial- 
ly for the Michiganders, but on account of 
the weather and the late arrival of the 
trains, there were but few present in the 
auditorium when the state day celebration 
was held. 

The trains on which the delegation came 
to the south were several hours late. Chat- 
tanooga was left at midnight Sunday and 
the trip was long and tedious on account 
of the heavily loaded cars and frequent de- 
lays that were unavoidable, The delega- 
tion arrived at 10 o’clock. As the party 
alignted from the train it would have al- 
most been impossible for them to have 
told the difference between the weather at 
home and the weather in Atlanta. It was 
cold and disagreeable and the rain was 
drizzling, just as it does in Detroit, 

The party numbered about 300, and the 
city of Detroit and the entire state of 
Michigan were ably represented. With the 
party came the representatives of the De- 
troit Chamber of Commerce and the De- 
troit Manufacturers’ Club, of Detroit. Pres- 
ident J. B. Mowarth, of the Manufacturers’ 
Club, and Secretary J. S. Cambell were the 
delegates from the club. Mr. A. A. Bou- 
tell, secretary of the chamber of commerce, 
and many distinguished delegates were in 
the party. 

Upon the arrival of the trains the party 
were driven to their hotels and breakfast 
was-served. The hour was late and quite 
a number went directly to the grounds, 
while those who were at the hotels waited. 
In this manner the crowd was badly sep- 
arated and when the hour for the exercises 
in the auditorium arrived only a few were 
present. But those who were in the audi- 
torlum and heard the cordial words of 
greeting from the exposition and the city 
of Atlanta were more than repaid for brav- 
ing the disagreeable weather that prevail- 
ed on the outside. The programme had not 
been fully arranged and on account of the 
absence of the mayor of Detroit and others 
who had been prevented from coming, an 
impromptu programme was rendered. It 
was in the nature of an informal reception 
and the number present occupied seats in 
the middle of the auditorium. The ad- 
dresses were also impromptu and it was 
more like a social reunion than the formal 
celebration of a gtate day. 

Exercises at Noon. 

The exercises at nvon in the auditorium 
were exceedingly pleasant and interesting. 
President Collier, in behalf of the exposi- 
sition, made an address of welcome. May- 
or King, representing the city, bade the 
delegation welcome to all in sight. Mr. J. 
B. Howarth, president of the Detroit Man- 
ufacturers’ Club, responded to the welcome 
and assured President Collier of the good 
will of Michigan and the best wishes of the 
delegation for the success of the exposi- 
tion. 

President Collier spoke of the enterprise 
and thrift of Muchiganders and said he 
had noticed with pleasure the good work 
they had accomplished for Detroit and the 
cities of their state. 

“The exposition stands always ready to 
welcome those people who are progressive 
and aggressive, and it is a pleasant duty 
for me to say to you that you are welcome 
to all we have,” said President Collier. 

“The exposition igs a mirror of the re- 
* sources of the south, as well as the handi- 
work of her sons. We have builded here a 
city to which we have invited our friends, 
so that they could form some idea of the 
wealth and progressivenesg of the south. If 
the exposition should prove a financial fail- 
ure, even then its mission would have been 
filled, for we have learned to love the whole 
world and the Mason and Dixon line is for- 
ever wiped out and obliterated. No more 
wil] there be any reference made to the old 
days. Those times are forgotten and we 
are now entering a period of prosperity and 
success never before dreamed of by the 
most sanguine, 

“The visits of the north to the south have 
given us great encouragement to go on with 
our work and I assure you that we are de- 
lighted to have you with us. We welcome 
“you as brothers and friends, and we want 
you to enjoy the hospitality of the south 
and shake the outstretched hand of the 
southern people.”’ 

The cordial words of welcome from Pres- 
ident Collier were received with applause 
and when he said that the past was long 
ago forgotten he was cheered by the au- 
dience. 


Mayor King Says Welcome. 

President Collier introduced Mayor King, 
who made an address of welcome in behalf 
of the city. 

“Atlanta’s welcome to Michigan is just 
as warm as was our reception thirty years 
ago, but I assure you that it is just as cor- 
dial and sincere as it is possible for a sis- 
ter to extend to a sister. We claim kin 
with every state and city in the union, 
and there will be no more lines or senti- 
ments that shall separate us, but we will

“Detroit is a great city and her growth 
has been one of the wonders of the cen- 
tury. Not many.years ago Detroit was a 
little village—a little insignificant trading 
_post that was established for the fur trade 
of the west. There was nothing but a 
waste of prairie beyoud and she did not 
amount to much for many years.

I hear she is still growing. Atlanta has 
grown almost as rapidly. It has not been 
long since Atlanta was a little village call- 
ed Terminus, and but one railroad was in 
operation. But Atlanta was destined to 
become a great and bustling city and she 
stands today in all her glory, with a 
future filled with promise and is now en- 
tering upon a new'’era of prosperity and 
success.’”’ 

Mayor King told of the manner in which 
Atlanta had become great. Of the loyalty 
of her eitizens and the unanimity of her 
people. Any city would grow that had 
the enterprise and pluck that was possess- 
ed by Atlanta’s citizens, and he said he 
thought he was confining himself entirely 
to the truth when he said that Atlanta 
would be the recognized center of the 
south before many years. 

Mr. Howarth’s Address. 

Mr. J. B. Howarth, of the Detroit Manu- 
facturers’ Club, was introduced by Presi- 
dent Collier. Mr. Howarth needed no in- 
troduction, for that matter, as he is one 
of the most prominent citizens of the 
city by the lakes and is known throughout 
the entire state as a man of excellent 
qualifications. 

Mr. Howarth said he regretted that the 
delegation had become separated since 
reaching the city and that all were not 
present at the exercises. He told of the 
love and good will of the north for the 
south and assured President Collier that 
had it been known in Detroit several weeks 
ago that the state of Michigan was to 
have a day at the exposition, a crowd 
of immense proportions would have filled 
the auditorium. 

“We did not know that we were to come, 
however,” said Mr. Howarth, “until a 
short time ago and we had not the time 
in which to advertise the excursion. As 
it is we have brought about three hundred 
along, and every one would have been 
present had the entire party been informed 
as to the exact time in which the exercises 
were to have been held. This misunder- 
standing is unfortunate and I am very sor- 
ry that we are not all here. The delega- 
tion is a representative one and the city 
of Detroit, her commercial interests and 
her manufacturers are represented.’’ 


Mr. Howarth said that Mayor H. §. Pin-. 


gree, of Detroit, had fully intended com- 
ing with the party, but a question of 
great importance arose in the general 
council just before the day for leaving 
arrived and he was compelled to remain 
at home, much, however, to his regret 
and disappointment. Others of the state 
of Michigan, he said, were planning to 
come to the exposition and was sure that 
before the close of the fair a large dele- 
gation would come. He was thoroughly 
in sympathy with the exposition and 
thought the great success of the directors 
was a matter of congratulation. The ex- 
position would result in much good for 
Atlanta and would well advertise the city 
and the south. He had been greatly sur- 
prised with what he had seen and the pro- 
portions of the expositon were a revelation 
to him. His party, said he, was well 
pleased and no doubt would thoroughly 
enjoy the trip to the south. :

Newspaper Men in the Party. 

A corps of newspaper men are in the 
party and all of the Detroit papers are 
weil represented. Mr. J. J. Emery, of the 
Associated Press, is writing up the tmp 
for The Detroit Free Press.

Bake, managing editor of the Detroit Even- 
ing News, ts along with the party and will 
wire the story of the day back to his pa- 
per, and Mr. J. Maurice Finn, of The 
Detroit Journal, is with the Michiganders. 
“The trip had been without special in- 
terest,” said Mr. Emery yesterday after- 
noon,”’ until we reached Chattanooga, where 
we spent Sunday looking over the battle- 
fields and seeing the various points of in- 

terest in the Moccasin bend. 

“Yes, there was an amusing incident that 
I came very near forgetting o tell you 
about. Mr. Howarth, president of the De- 
troit Manufacturers’ Club, got left in Cin- 
cinnati. As he was to be the orator of the 
day, we were very much alarmed about 
him.

The fact that the time was ripe for 
the great exposition, though it was un- 
dertaken at a time of deep financial dis- 
tress and panic, is shown in the sub- 
stantial success it has won, as well as 
in the tributes to the south’s greatness 
that have been wrung from men who 
have been inclined heretofore to regard 
this section either with alert and aggres- 
sive prejudice, or with contemptuous in- 
difference. |

Tobacco and Education. 

The Boston university has ordered its 
students who are unwilling to give up 
tobacco to withdraw, offering at the 
ame time to refund their tuition fees. 


The Northwestern university does not 


go so far, but it is urging its students 
to pledge themselves not to use tobacco. 

The Philadelphia Press in an ditorial 
on the subject says: 

If the statistics gathered at leading col- 
leges have any weight it will have to be 
admitted that the free use of tobacco has 
an injurious effect upon the health of stu- 
dents. The best known and most thorough 
tests to determine this question were made 
at Yale and Amherst, which institutions can 
be taken as fairly representing the larger 
and the smaller colleges. In 1891 the phy- 
sicilan at Yale published the results of his 
observations on the use of tobacco among 
undergraduates. ~In a class of 147° stu- 
dents he found that in four years the 77 
who never used tobacco surpassed the 70 
who did use it 10.4 per cent in gain in 
weight, 24 per cert in increase of heights 
and 26.7 per cent in growth of chest girth. 
But the most marked difference was in the 
gain in lung capacity, the rion-users re- 
cording a gain of 77.5 per cent greater than 
the habitual chewers and smokers. 

This is a remarkable showing, but it is sur- 
passed by an investigation made among 
the undergraduates at Amherst. It was 
found that during the four years of a col- 
lege student’s life at that school the non- 
users of tobacco gained 24 per cent more in 
weight, 37 per cent more in height and 42 
per cent more in chest girth than the users, 
while the increase in the lung capacity of 
the former was 75 per cent greater than 
in the latter. This larger relative increase 
among the non-users of tobacco at ‘Amherst 
than at Yale is accounted for by the fact 
that the average age of the students at the 
former school is lower that at the latter 
school and hence they are more susceptible 
to any cause which affects them injuriously. 
If similar investigations were made at other 
colleges much the same situation would 
doubtless be found to exist among the us- 
ers and non-users of tobacco as Was dis- 
covered at Yale and Amherst. 

Fa hl 

The Press also quotes Professor Fisk, 
of the Northwestern university, who 
claims that tobacco injures the intellec- 
ual faculties. According to the pro- 
fessor, when a college class at Yale had 
been divided into four sections, accord- 
ing to scholarship, it was found that 
the highest section was composed al- 
most entirely of non-smokers and the 
lowest section almost entirely of smok- 
ers. 

Naturally, such statistics are causing 
college authorities to make an effort 
to stop the use of tobacco among their 
students. But the chances are that the 
majority of college students contract 
the tobacco habit before they enter col- 
lege. In order to reform the evil teach- 
ers in public schools and parents should 
see to it that the boys under their care 
do not smoke cigarettes and chew tobac- 
co. This is the best way to keep tobac- 
co out of the colleges and this is where 
the reform should begin. 
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A Wonderful Story. 

The other day a tiny bird tapped at 
the window of Mrs. Nansen’s home at 
Christiana. 

Instantly the window was opened and 
the wife of the famous Arctic explorer 
in another moment covered the little 
messenger with kisses and caresses. 

The carrier pigeon had been away 
from the cottage thirty long months, but 
it had not forgotten the way home. It 
brought a note from Nansen stating 
all was going well with him and his 
expedition in the polar regions. 

About two and a half years ago the 
Fram left European waters for a trip 
to the north pole. From “he day whén 
she entered the Black sea of the north 
no word has been received. It is con- 
jectured that the vessel is somewhere 
near the pole, but during two long years 
of silence the friends of the explorer 
heard nothing until a day or two ago. 

One day last month Nansen took a 
carrier pigeon, fastened a missive to it 
and turned the bird loose. 

The frail courier darted out into the 
blizzardy air. It flew Mke an arrow 
over a thousand miles of a frozen waste, 


and then sped forward over another 


| thousand miles of ocean and plains and 
forests, and one morning entered the 
window of the waiting mistress and de- 
livered the message she had been await- 
ing so anxiously. 

We boast of human pluck, sagacity 
and endurance, but this loving little 
carrier pigeon in its homeward flight 
after an absence of thirty months has 
accomplished a feat so wonderful that 
we can only give ourselves up to the 
amazement and admiration which must 
overwhelm every one when the mar- 
velous story is told. 

Mrs. Nansen’s pigeon is one of the 
wonders of the world! 


When Nations Go Mad. 

Rabbi Adolph Moses has an interest- 
ing article in the December issue of The 
American Magazine of Civics, entitled 
“Popular Insanity.” 

The author of this paper declares that 
national madness dug the grave of the 
Jewish nation; sucked the life blood of 
the Greeks; destroyed the Roman em- 
pire; perpetuated the witchcraft delu- 
sion: started the old crusades; caused 
the war of secession, and is now back 
ef the anti-Jewish movement. The 
rabbi says: 

The anti-Semitism which is now disgrace 
ing and brutalizing so many European na-~ 
tions can be rightly understood and duly 
judged only if we bear in mind that it is 
another kind of popular insanity. It shows 
all ine characteristics of that dangerous 
malady. Its blasphemous utterances and 
furious endeavors do not fall within the 
province of sane thought and action. Think 
only of men asserting in all seriousness 
that half a million Jews, without any in- 
ternal organization, without any bond but 
that of religion, threaten to overmaster and 
degrade commercially, socially, morally, re- 
ligiously and intellectually 60,000,000 Ger- 
mans, who claim to be in every respect 
superior to @very race and nation on earth. 
It is the mutterings of madness to accuse 
the handful of Jews of being the sole 
cause of all the evils which are said to 
afflict the great German people since the 
establishment of the empire. It is simply 
unthinkable to a sane man that a few hun- 
dred Jewish financiers should through fraud 
and trickery make themselves the masters 
of German commerce and finance. The 
Jews are declared to be inferior strangers, 
and yet the indictment is brought against 
them that they have debauched German 
literature through the agency of a dozen or 
two Jewish writers. The Jews -have in this 
century everywhere fought bravely on ev- 
ery battle field. The Jews of the different 
countries wound, maim, and kill one anoth- 
er in war in the service of their respective 
fatherlands. And yet their enemies pro- 
claim with fanatical fury that the Jews of 
all lands have formed a conspiracy to make 
war upon all Christian nations. 

He claims that the people who hold 
such absurd views must be victims of 
a popular monomania brought on by 
unhealthy social conditions, imperfect 
moral training, the fanaticism of na- 
tionality and race, the inborn brutal in- 
stincts of hatred and envy, by tradi- 
tional prejudice and by irreligious 
teachings. The persecutors of the 
Jews pretend to believe things which 
have many times been declared false, 
wicked and blasphemous by ‘the wisest 
and greatest Christians, both Protest- 
ant and Catholic. They are determined 
to reject the evidence of their own 
senses, and they refuse to see the Jews 
as thy are—human beings who in their 
faults and virtues are very like their 
gentile countrymen. 

It is to be hoped that this timely arti- 
cle will induce the people of this conn- 
try to hold aloof from Dr. Abhlwardt, 
the German Jew-baiter who landed in 
New York the ohter day to deliver a 
series of lectures in this country. No 
genuine American should encourage this 
agitator, who is endeavoring to stir up 
prejudice against a peaceful, loyal and 
useful class of our fellow citizens, and 
who, moreover, is trying to make money 
out of his unjust crusade. The people 
who support Ahlwardt must be, as the 
rabbi suggests, the victims of what he 
calls popular insanity. 
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The Canal Is a Necessity. 

The Suez canal gives Great Britain a 
water route to China, Japan and Aus- 
tralia nearly 3,000 miles shorter than 
the distance from the ports of the 
United States of America. 

This gives the British traders a great 
advantage over us, and they will keep 
it until we get the proposed canal be- 
tween the Atlantic and the Pacific. 

When we complete the Nicaragua 
canal this country Will be from twelve 
to nineteen hundred miles nearer to the 
northern ports of China and Japan than 
Great Britain; an average of 2,700 miles 
nearer the western ports of South 
America; 1,300 miles nearer Melbourne, 
and over 3,000 miles nearer New Zea- 
land. 

The canal would make it to the inter- 
est of the inhabitants of China, Japan, 
Corea, Australia, Malaysia, Ecuador, 
Bolivia, Peru and Chile—over 500,000,- 
000 new customers, to trade with this 
country. 

When we get this new waterway Eng- 
land will be unable to compete with the 
southern states in supplying eastern 
Asia with cotton goods, and there will 
follow other industrial and commercial 
changes to our advantage. 

The south should not rest until this 
new highwaf of trade is completed. It 
will stimulate our cotton mill industry, 
and when we manufactre all of our cot- 
ton at home, Liverpool will no longer 
be able to fix the price of the staple. 

Through Nicaragua, from ocean to 
ocean, lies the pathway which will lead 
to -our commercial independence and 
prosperity! 
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Raise Cotton and Manufacture It. 

The dividends of the cotton mills of 
Fall River—we printed a little table of 
them the other day—are pretty fair, 
taking everything into consideration, 
but they seem paltry enough in the 
light of what we know about the re- 
turns from the southern mills. The re- 
turns of some of these mills go as high 
as 33 per cent, and very few of them 
have fallen below 25 per cent on the 
capital invested. We say, therefore, 
that however large a dividend of 4 or 
8 per cent may appear in. Fall River, it 
has small attractions for southern mill 
men. 

What they have already accomplished 
assures them of the future,-and very 
few of them would be inclined to re- 
gard a dividend of 8 per cent as a very 
prosperous or promising showing. We 
are not saying this with a view of 
twitting the eastern mill men, but in 


| the hope that we may be able to open 


that are to be found in spinning our 
cotton crop before placing it in the mar- 
kets of the world. | 

In Fall River even the small divi- 
dends represent a vast amount of skill, 
exp¢rience and economy. In the south 
the large dividends represent the nat- 
ural advantages that’ exist here. In 
Fall River and other eastern manufact- 
uring centers the dividends represent 
merely the margin of profits. In the 
south every cent of additional value 
that is added to the price of the raw 
material enters into the general fund of 
prosperity and becomes the possession 
of the whole community. 

Thus we have here in the manufact- 
ure of the cotton crop an incentive that 
reaches deeper and goes farther than 
the mere desire for personal profits. It 
is an incentive, too, that is more than 
likely to appeal to that class in the 
south which has money to invest. 

There is room in every southern com- 
munity for one or more cotton mills. 
The cotton crop is not larger than the 
world’s consumption when the world is 
prosperous, and until every bale that is 
raised here is spun here the south will 
not have seized and appropriated all the 
manufacturing advantages. 
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The “Endless Chain’? Nonsense. 

The fact that the people of this coun- 
try are not behind the movement to re- 
tire the greenbacks and treasury notes 
in order to give the national banks en- 
tire control of the people’s currency 
will, we think, be very clearly shown 
when congress comes to deal with the 
matter. Those republicans and demo- 
crats in congress who are wholly un- 
der the influence of those who are work- 
ing to perpetuate and increase the 
power of those undemocratic institu- 
tions, the national banks, will, of course, 
vote eagerly for the retirement of the 
greenbacks and treasury notes; but we 
are of the opinion that discussion will 
develop the fact that this extraordinary 
scheme has no possible opportunity of 
taking shape in legislation. 

A more preposterous plot against the 
public welfare was never hatched, if 
we except the clandestine financial leg- 
islation of 18738. The very arguments 
advanced in favor of it are as silly as 
those that might be supposed to ema- 
nate from a schoolboy knowing nothing 
whatever of the subject. Those who, 
working in the interestof the na- 
tional banks, and the money power be- 
hind them, have violated the law in or- 
der that the gold reserve might be 
placed at the mercy of the foreign bank- 
ers and bondholders, are now swift to 
claim that because the greenbacks and 
treasury notes are used to draw the 
gold out they are, therefore, the cause 
of the trouble. We should think that 
even an unintelligent person would be 
able to see the nonsense that is the basis 
of this argument. 

A little while ago we were told that 
the Sherman law was the cause of the 
trouble. Now we are coolly informed 
that the greenbacks are the cause; that, 
as they cannot be retired under the 
law, they act as “an endless chain” by 
which our gold supply is drained out of 
the country. 

The folly of the “endless chain” argu- 
ment is pretty neatly exposed by The 
Springfield Republican which, although 
it is an eastern paper and opposed to 
the free coinage of silver, is not alto- 
gether blind to facts and logic. Our 
contemporary Says: 

Gold goes out of the country, not because 
of the existence of the so-called “endless 
chain.”’ One might as well say the endless 
chain of a well pump was responsible for 
the drawing forth of the water. To break 
that chain is not to stop the drawing of 
water, if water is wanted. A rope and 
bucket can be used, or a well sweep, or 
some other contrivance. And if that well 
is closed up another will be opened. 

The meaning of this is, of course, that 
if gold is demanded to settle our foreign 
balances, the demand will have to be 
supplied from some source, ‘even if 
those who want it are compelled to pay 
a premium for it. The administration, 
by issuing bonds, has compelled the peo- 
ple to pay a very high premium for the 
$165,000,000 of gold that has been 
bought and placed in the open treasury, 
so that the mere existence of a premium 
cuts no figure whatever..The main point 
to be considered is that if the treasury 
fails to supply the gold under Mr. Cleve- 
land’s ruling that the law making our 
obligations payable in “coin” is a dead 
letter, and that they are really payable 
in.gold alone at the option of the cred- 
itor, the banks will have to supply it, 
and if they fail, as they surely will, then 
we shall have the very conditions thrust 
upon us that Mr. Cleveland and the 
banks have been pftetending that they 
are trying strenuously to avoid. 

This is only another way of saying 
that the greenbacks and treasury notes 
are no more responsible for the demand 
for gold and for the drain on the treas- 
ury than they are for the changes of the 
moon and the ebbing and flowing of the 
tides. The real cause in the first place is 
the fall of prices caused by the demoné 
tization of silver—a fall so heavy that all 
our exports do not fetch enough abroad 
to pay our debts, and the balance must 
be settled in gold. That is the cause of 
the trouble and the remedy for it is to 
restore silver to its old place, even if 
that restoration results in a small pre- 
mium on gold.

A United States grand juror who was 
guilty of a violation of duty of a diiferent 
kind from that of the Langerman juror 
was recently seht to the county jail for 
six months by Judge Morrow, of the United 
States district court in California. The 
juror accosted the complaining witness in 
a conspiracy case who had testified before 
the grand jury a few hours before, and 
he and the witness sat together for four 
hours in the billiard room of the Falace 
hetel, conversing principally about grand 
jury natters, and the particular case then 
before the grand jury. According to the 
affidavit afterward made by the complain- 
ing witness, the grand juror, H. J. Summer- 
hayes told many of his experiences as a 
petit juror and as a grand juror. He told 
of conversations among grand jurors and 
made remarks upon the hardship of inves- 
tigating a case in which’ millions were in- 
volved, while the grand jurors received 
only $4 a week for their services. The 
grand juror denied some of the charges 
made against him, but he acknowledged 
that he had talked with the witness about 
the matter then before the grand jury. He 
was accused of contempt of court in dis- 
closing the secrets of the grand jury room, 
His counsel argued that the grand juror 
had been guilty only of indiscretion, but 
Judge Morrow thought it a much more se- 
rious matter and sentenced Mr. Summer- 
hayes to imprisonment for six months in 
the county jail of San Francisco. 


The Cincinnati Commercial-Gazette says: 

“The writer who has best and most suc- 
cinctly presented the Venezuelan case is 
William Scruggs, late envoy extraordinary 
and minister plenipotentiary of the United 
States to Venezuela. We have on former 
occasions referred to his pamphlet entitled 
‘British Aggressions in Venezuela,’ and we 
refer to it again today to put it in sharp 
contrast over against the position taken 
by Mr. Stead in the article in The Con- 
temporary Review, of which mention was 
made yesterday. It will be remembered 
that, according to Mr. Stead, the British 
position is that the British claimed, as a 
matter of treaty right by international 
law, all the territory up to the watershed 
of the Orinoco, this claim originating in 
the capture of the Dutch colonies of Guiana 
by England, in 1797. Briefly stated, the 
Venezuelan claim, on the other hand, is 
that, as a matter of right, of title descend- 
ing from Spain, the eastern boundary line 
of Venezuela is the great river Essequibo, 
Pushed to its extreme limits, the dispute 
covers the entire region between the KEsse- 
quibo on the east and the summit of the 
Orinoco Sierra on the west and north. In 
this immense region are included the gold 
fields, the El Callao mine and the fertile 
valley of the Cuyuni. From El Callao 
alone $26,000,000 have been taken since it 
was opened. Mr. Stead presented a picture 
of constant Venezuean aggression. The 
whole story of Mr. Scruggs’s pamphlet 
is one of constant British aggression,”

aaa has been too little 
ppreciated heretofore in our 
sama It has been a Sigantic power in 

ew England for years. It gives popular 
education often upon vital subjects. We 
have been going too long without the lec- 
ture platform and I am glad to see an 
awakening of interest in its favor. We 
cannot have universities in every town, 
particularly in every small town, but every 
town of 1,000 inhabitants can have a lecture 
course. It has been the case in the south 
until recently that even a city the size of 
Augusta, now with 50,000 inhabitants, gave 
no support to lecturers. I have discovered 
that the trouble really has been the lack 
of organization. In Augusta, previously to 
92, we could hardly get a corporal’s guard 
to hear the best lecturer unless he was 
sensational. We were known as a ‘grave- 
yard for lecturers.’ I was very much in- 
terested in having good lecturers come to 
Augusta and I therefore decided to try to 
organize a co-operative ‘lecture association.’ 
The scheme was not considered practicable, 
but I went ahead and got 100 persons to 
join at $10 each. We organized the Augusta 
Lyceum, which !{s now in its fourth year and 
is one of the strongest and most popular 
organizations in the city. Its lectures are 
by the leading men of the country and are 
regularly attended by from 600 to 700 peo- 
ple. The secret is organization and the 
payment of all money beforehand. The 
more members the less the cost to every 
member, so that every member works to 
increase the membership. We will ult!mate- 
ly have the cost down so low that we will 
have nearly everybody in town in the 
Lyceum. The cost to each member per 
ticket is now about 21 cents, though in 
some cities from 75 cents to $1.50 is paid to 
hear the same. lecturers, 

“I would say to every town of 1,000 in- 
habitants in Georgia and the south, organize 
and establish a lecture course. It is easy 
to do. 

“Indeed, so convinced have I become of the 
broadness of this work and its influence 
that I have decided to put myself at the 
service of any towns in Georgia that wish 
to organize lyceums or lecture associations 
and wish help in doing so. My experience 
may be beneficial and I will promise to go 
as far as my time will permit and assist 
in effecting such organizations. Small 
towns have no entertainment; they are too 
small to support theatrical troupes, even 
the good ones, but can have the single 
lecturer. If 100 lecture associations were 


‘sprinkled in the large and smaijl towns over 


Georgia the good infiuence would be in- 
calculable. 

“We have had such men in Augusta as 
Dr. Lyman Abbott, Henry Watterson, 
George Kennan, John Temple Graves, Bob 
Burdette, Senator Ingalls, George Wend- 
ling, Dr. Henson, Governor Bob Taylor, 
Dr. Russell] Conwell, Dr. Talmage and 
others, and small towns can have them just 
as well, though not so many. The in- 
fluence of the courses in Augusta has been 
powerful for good.”

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T0 DOCTOR THE POOR 


Only Two Physicians for Atlanta's 
Destitute People. 


INTENT OF THE ORDINANCE 


Which Will Be Presented Next Mon- 
day—The Collection of Water 
Bills—Police Committee. 


Seven physicians, one in each ward, ren- 
der medical services to the poor of Atlanta 
during the year for a price fixed by the 
general council before the election takes 
place, 

For years that has been the’ custom, and 
with very few exceptions the poor of the 
city, those who are not able to hire a 
physician, have been well and faithfully 
treated by the ward physicians. 

Occasionally, however, complaints have 
been lodged with the mayor and the mem- 
bers of the general council relative to the 
treatment patients received. Some of the 
complaints were based upon an alleged 
tardiness in responding to calls and others 


upon the idea that the physicians were 
not disposed to give the requisite time and 
attention to the patients, Two or three 
times the matter has been brought through 
the regular course to the attention of the 
general council and has had a reference to 
@ committee, by which it was investigated. 

But every investigation has demonstrated 
the fact that the complaints were ground- 
less and has produced a declaration by 
the committee of investigation that the 
ward physicians kave been rendering @ 
service requiring mpre time than the pay 
they receive warrants. More than once it 
has been shown that the ward physicians 
have sacrificed attention to paying patients 
for the purpose of attending calls from 
the poor, and as often the investigating 
committee has recommended an increase 
in the pay set apart for the physicians 
who give their time and attention to the 
poor of the city. 

The pay of the seven physicians ranges 
from $300 to $700 a year. 

For years past the treatment of the poor 
by medical men has been quite a question 
with members of the general council, and 
many is the time attempts have been made 
to solve the question, To give a full and 
undivided time to the poor of any ward, 
the pay fixed by the general council 
would be so inadequate that none of the 
physicians in the city would accept it. 
But the pay awarded by the general coun- 
cil is just enough to induce any physi- 
cian of the city to accept the place, as 
it would, at least, pay horse feed and wear 
and tear of a vehicle. 

When the general council meets next 
Monday a paper will be presented looking 
to a solution of the question. The paper 
comes from Mr. Welch, the retiring mem- 
ber from the fifth ward, and was lodged 
with the city clerk yesterday morning. It 
provides for a radical change in the system 
by which the poor of the city are treated 
medically, and there is more than a pos- 
sibility that it will be adopted by the gen- 
eral council at the meeting of that body 
next Monday. 

The ordinance, that is what the paper 
is, provides for the abolition of the seven 
ward physicians—one for north Ailanta 
ward physicians, one fcr north Atlanta 
and the other for south Atlanta. it pro- 
vides that they shall devote their entire at- 
tention and time as caring as physicians for 
the poor of Atlanta and that they shall 
be compensated by the city in the sum of 
$3,000 a year each. The paper makes it 
incumbent upon the physicians elected to 
undertake no responses to calls that may 
in any way interfere with their attention 
to the poor. It practically prohibits any 
practice whatever other than that for 
which they are to be paid by the city. 

During the day yesterday the paper was 
discussed about the city hall and the 
members of the council who talked of it, 
and that was no few, as it was a day 
of committee meetings, expressed them- 
selves as favoring the ordinance. The 
poor of the city who need medical aid are 
not as few as many might imagine, and 
if the change should be made the two 
doctors selected for the place would not 
find an easy task before them. 

The paper will be formally presented to 
the general council next Monday and the 
indications are that it will be finally dis- 
posed of during the session, and it is 
nrore than likely that it will be adopted. 


More Electric Lights. 


At the last session of the general coun- 
cil a large number of petitions for electric 
lichts, as well as a batch of resolutions 
requesting more illumination, were pre- 
sented and referred to the electric light 
committee. 

During the afternoon yesterday the elec- 
tric light committee—Mr. Harman, chair- 
man; Mr. Tolbert, Mr. Bell and Mr. Welch, 
of the second—considered the papers and 
agreed to iavorable recommendations 
upon resolutions and petitions for 
twenty or more new arc lights, and these 
reports will be adopted by the general 
council at the next meeting. The new 
lights are very evenly divided among the 
seven wards, but the seventh and sixth 
wards will get a shade the best in the 
distribution.

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FAILED 10 RESPOND 


Mercier and Rowe Were Not Present 
at Their Trial. 


THEIR BONDS WERE FORFEITED 


The Bond of Sorf Foster Was Also 
Forfeited and Sheriff Barnes 
Was Asked To Arrest Him.

The bonds of J. J. Rowe and L. N. Mer- 
cier were forfeited yesterlay by Judge 
Richard Clark, and Sheriff Barnes was 
instructed to arrest the defendants and 
place them in jail, unless they could give 


new bonds. 

The case cf Mercier and Rowe, charged 
with perjury, was reached in the superior 
court yesterdey morning. The courtroom 
was filled when Judge Clark rapped for 
crder. The cases against the two men 
were called, but neither Mercier nor Rowe 
answered, 

Mr. Thomas R. R. Cobb had been ap- 
pointed to assist Solicitor Hill in the pros- 
ecution and the names of a number of 
witnesses were called, among them being 
the name of C. C. Clay, the juror wno 
testified that the affidavits of Mercier and 


hiowe were untrue. Solicitor Hill an- 
nounced ready. 

Mr. Hamilton Douglass, who was presént 
to represent Mercier, made a statement 
to the court. He said that bis client was 
not in the courtroom, but had been in 
his office Saturday, when Mercier was in- 
formed that the case would be continued 
if the court would grant a continuance, as 
he was not feeling well and would like 
to secure a postponement. Mr. Douglass 
thought that probably Mercier, thinking 
that the continuance would be asked for 
anl granted, had remained away, not be- 
lieving that it would be necessary for 
him to be present. 

Solicitor Hill objected to a continuance 
of the case. He said that all due notice 
had been given and he saw no reason why 
the case should be postponed, as there was 
no excuse for the absence of Mercier. 

“I move,” said Solicitor Hill, “that the 
bond of L. N. Mercier be forfeited.” 

The name of the defendant was called 
three times, but Mercier did not respond. 
The name of H, C. Underwood was pro- 
nounced three times in a loud voice by the 
bailiff, asking that the person of Mercier 
be produced in court. Underwood signed 
the bond of Mercier, but he, like Mercier, 
was not in the courtroom. The bond was 
then ordered forfeited by Judge Clark, 
and the bailiff was instructed to arrest Mer- 
cier, and either have the bond increased, 
or the defendant placed in jail. 

The name of J. J. Rowe was called three 
times, and then the name of his bondsman, 
H. C. Underwood, but as neither answered, 
the bond, on motion of Solicitor Hill, was 
ordered forfeited, and the sheriff instruct- 
ed to arrest Rowe and have him make 
a good bond, otherwise to place him 1n jail. 

Sheiff Barnes and his deputies are now 
looking for Rowe and Mercier, and when 
they are arrested they will be asked to give 
a strong bond for their appearance, 

The Story of the Charges. 

Mercier and Rowe were arrested several 
weeks ago on a Warrant sworn out by 
Colonel W. C. Glenn, charging them with 
perjury. 

Mercier and Rowe made an affidavit that 
during the last trial of Will Myers they 
saw Colonel Glenn, who was prosecuting 
the case, hold a conversation with two of 
the jurors who were sitting on the case. 
In the affidavit the two men swore that 
they were sitting in the guwilery just in 
front of the door that opens into the jury 
room. Colonel Glenn, the paper stated, 
was standing in the door of the jury room, 
smoking a cigar, when the jury was order- 
ed into the room. As the jury passed 
by, they swore they saw Colonel Glenn 
speak to two members of that body and 
step into the room with them for a mo- 
ment. This affilavit was made and given 
Mr. Moyers, the attorney of Myers, and 
was to have been used at the argument for 
a new trial for Myers. 

When the paper was shown! Colonel 
Glenn, as counsel for the state, he im- 
mediately took out warrants against Mer- 
cier and Rowe, charging them with perjury. 
They were bound over ou the charge in the 
justice court of Judge Bloodworth, but 
were rcleased on bonds signed by H. C. 
Underwood. Later on the two tmnen were 
indicted by the grand jury, but the men 
could not be found by the sheriff. One 
was heard from in Alabama, near Bush 
mountain, and stated that he had been 
called to that state on legal business. They 
were both served with the indictment and 
were released on bonds signed by the same 
bondsman, H. C. Underwood, whose name 
appeared on the justice court bond. 

Yesterday the case was reached in the 
superior court and resulted as above stated. 
The sheriff will endeavor to locate the men 
and will make their bonds secure. 


Another Bond Forfeited. 


Solicitor Hill announced that he was 
ready to enter into the trial of Sarf Fos- 
ter, charged with an attempt to rape. 

The name of Foster was called, but he 
did not respond. The néemes of his two 
boudsmen were called, H. C. Underwood 
and Angel Sellars. Neither responded, and 
on motion of Solicitor Hill the bonds were 
ordered forfeited by Judge Clark, and Sher- 
iff Barnes was instructed to arrest loster 
and increase his bond, or place him in 
jail.

A little girl who 
lives rear is said to have been called by 
Foster into his store one morning. The 
little girl says she was promised candy 
by the man, Foster, but when she was in 
the store he made improper proposals to 
her. She informed her mother, but the 
father of the child was not told of the 
facts for several lays, as the girl's mother 
was afraid her husband would kill Foster. 
The attempt to rape Was investigated by 
the police, and Foster was arrested and 
bound over on the charge.

Charles E. Smith Known in New York 
as Allen, a Crook. 


DIAMOND SNATCHER OF NOTE 


Will Be Tried Today or Tomorrow for 
BRobbery—Jeff Valentine Goes 
to New York. 


Charles E. Smith, the alleged diamond 
thief, is still behind the bars at police 
he&dquarters. He will probably be given 
a preliminary hearing sometime today. 

It seems that Smith is a character of 
national notoriety. He is said to be a dia- 
mond getter of the first class, one whose 
fingers are light and capable of removing 
a stone from a cravat with the greatest 


ease. 

Smith has been given another name in 
addition to that and Charley Johnson, 
alias “Gray Charley.” His latest is Char- 
ley Allen. 

Detective McDonough, of the New York 
police force, who is in the city, cailed at 
police headquarters last night and took 
a look at Smith, alias Johnson. The detec- 
tive quickly recognized the man looking 
through the iron bars of his cell, saying 
“Hello Allen,® to him. 

Smith knew the detective and talked to 
him. The detective says that Allen was 
locked up in New York recently and that 
he has frequently done time in the peni- 
tentiaries of ‘that state. He says that Allen 
is a crook of the smoothest kind, one 
known in all of the large citi&. 

Smith’s career in Atlanta was brought 
to a halt at the union station Saturday 
afternoon. He was grasped in the act of 
relieving a \passenger on a train of his 
diamond stud. The man had picked the 
stone from Mr. R. L. Spencer’s shirt front 
and turned, attempting to get away. Mr. 
Spencer felt something pulling his shirt 
front and he grabbed Smith just as he was 
turning. The man attempted tv break loose 
but the grasp of Spencer was firm, the 
latter turning Smith over to the poliece. 

Valentine To Go Soon. 

It is likely that Jeff Valentine, alias Dr. 
Godfrey Martin, the individual who has 
been locked up at police headquarters for 
two weeks, will be taken to New York 
today or tomorrow, at which place ne is 
wanted on a charge of grand larceny. 

Marton or Valentine is said to be a 
shrewd diamond crook. He is accused of 
being one of the most successful light 
fingered men who has worked here during 
the exposition, and there have been many 
shining lights in the firmanent of thievery. 
The man was arrested on advice that he 
had robbed some one of some valuable 
diamonds in New York. Several days after 
his arrest a warrant charging mim with 
larceny was received by Chief Connolly, 
Inspector O’Brien, of the New York police 
force, forwarding the warrant with a re- 
quest that Martin be held until he could 
be sent for. 

Martin or Valentine is accused of rop- 
bing a woman of about $500 worth of val- 
uables sometime in September last. it is 
said that the work was done at one of 
the principal hotels im the metropolis. Val- 
entine camé to Atlanta shortly afterwards 
and succeeded in getting fnto the good will 
of the detectives here, working with them 
in the location of crooks and thieves. He 
claimed to be doing all in his power to 
bring about the arrest of crooks and suc- 
ceeded in one or two instances. Put it ap- 
pears that the detectives lost faith in him 
eventually, deciding that Valentine and 
his wife were doing crooked work them- 
selves, while professing to be aiding in the 
capture of criminals. 

Both were locked up om suspicion, but 
Mrs. Valentine secured her release several 
days ago for the want of evidence against 
her. She has since endeavored to secure 
the release of her husband to no avail,

She does not deny the 
shooting and says that she has nothing to 
regret. Her defense will be that Adolphus 
grossly insulted and made improper ad- 
vances towards her on the day of the shoot- 
ing and at that time.

Board of Police Commis:{o:ers Issues a@ 
Warning to Policemen. 


REGULAR MEETING YESTERDAY 


Only Routine Matters Occupied the 
Attention of the Meeting, Which 
Was Very Harmonious. 


The police board met in regular monthly 
session yesterday afternoon and tranaacted 
considerable routine business, No matters 
of general interest were acted on, 

The feature of the meeting was ean in- 
formal discussion on the subject of police 
participation in local politics, The com- 
missioners declared with one voice that of- 
ficera end patrolmen and detectives should 
take no hand in politics further than to cast 
their ballota, 

The result of the discussion was the 
adoption of a motion instructing Chief Con- 
nolly to issue an order to his men warning 
them against taking part in politics In fu- 
ture under penalty of being subjected to the 
rules of the department prohibiting members 
ef the force from talking politics, 

The matter came up on a report of Chief 
Connolly that some of the members of the 
police force had taken part in the recent 
election, No names were mentioned, Chief 
Connolly stating that he considered it his 
duty to inform the board that it had been 
reported to him that some officers had 
taiked and worked at the polls. 

Captain HDnglish said that he deprecated 
the fact that some members of the forve 
had taken fart in the recent election. He 
dia not desire to go into the matter and 
raisé an issue, but he thought that an order 
should. be issued warning the force to re- 
main aloof from politics in the future. 

Chairman Johnson agreed with Captain 
English, stating that if the names of any 
men could be given who had'participated in 
the election he favored an investigation and 
trial. Wir. King, Mr. Brotherton and Mr. 
Branan all thought that politics should be 
kept out of the police department and after 
some discussion the action stated was 
taken. 

Captain English expressed himself as be- 
ing opposed to members of the force belong- 
ing to oath-bound secret political organiza- 
tions. He said that he would never vote 
for a man who belonged to any such or- 
ganization.

While 
many of the more prominent of their people 
have been here, there are thousands who 
by force of circumstances have been denied 
the privilege of an object lesson which 
would be an inspiration to them. The ex- 
position should not close without giving 
such an opportunity, and in order that the 
colored people may come en masse we 
earnestly request that ali householders 
and employers give their servants a holi- 
day on Saturday, Dec@mber 2ist, and give 
them tickets of admission to the exposition 
grounds,

He Issues a General Order to the United 
Veterans’ Association. 


NOW THERE ARE 720 CAMPS 


He Touches Upon the Vicksburg Jzili- 
tary Park Idea and Gives It 
Hearty Indorsement. 


General John B. Gordon, commanding 
the United Confedrate Veterans’ Associa- 
tion, has issued the following important 
order: 

“Headquarters of ihe United Confederate 
Veterans, New Orleans, La., November 25, 
1895.—General Orders No. 161.—The gener- 
al commanding calls the earnest attention 
of the members of the United Confederate 
Veterans’ Association to the recent meet- 
ing held in Vicksburg, Miss., which result- 
ed in the formation of an association or 
commission of union and confederate vet- 
erans for the purpose of organizing to 
establish a military park, to be located on 
the historic battlefieids in and around 
Vicksburg. 

“To students of war and for future ages 
the siege of Vicksburg will stand out as a 
memorable and conspicuous example of 
one of the suprtemest tests of courage and 
endurance of man and as a marvel of milli- 
tary science and engineering skill by both 
armies, 

“Fitly called the ‘Gibraltar of the South.’ 
the siege of Vicksburg ranks as one of the 
most wonderfukin history. For forty-sev- 
en days those biood-stained and storm- 


crowned heights raged with incessant con- ! 


flict, ane, witnessed by turns the assaut 
upon its heroic and stubborn defenders 
and the repulse of the gallant and obstin- 
ate attacking army. By day sheeted flame 
issued from every crest of the hills around 
this famous citadel of courage, and by 
night the destretive and deadly bomb lit 
up the heavens with its lurid and baleful 
light. The straits to which the garrison 
and inhabitants of the besieged city were 
reduced for food and supplies were of the 
most pathetic, somber and painful known 
in history. 

“Every foot of ground of the proposed 
miktary park is consecrated by the blood 
of heroes, and the story of the siege of 
Vicksburg, while written, it is true, in 
the blood of brothers, is a lasting and im- 
perishable monument to American cour- 
age and heroism. 

“The purpose of this commission

“The plans and details eonnected with 
the enterprise will be similar to those en- 
acted in the formation of the military parks 
at Gettysburg, Shiloh and Chickamauga, 
except that the courtesy has been extended 
and deference shown the south by the 
union veterans for the first time by placing 
a great southern leader at the head of the 
movement. An equal number of union and 
confederate veterans will form tne commis- 
sion, and that typical American, stainless 
citizen and distinguished soldier, General 
Lee, who, by the skill and dar- 
ing displayed by him in and around that 
world-renowned fortress, crowned his al- 
ready brilliant name with imperishable 
fame, wag elected president. It needs no 
Statement from these headquarters that in 
his pure and able hands each side will re- 
ceive the fullest care and consideration 
and exact justice. 

“The general commanding, therefore, ap- 
peals to and urges every general, officer, 
every camp and every individual member 
of this association to at once petition and 
urge the member ef congress and senator 
in their respective districts and states to 
assist at the coming session of congress, 
in December next, in carrying out the 
plans of this commission for the purchase 
of the land, so that the historic battlefields 
of Vicksburg may be set apart, as have 
those of Gettysburg, Chickamauga and Shi- 
loh, as battle pictures of the blood-cement- 
ed republic—as object lessons and warning 
against any future alienation, and for 
pointing out to the centuries that after 
estrangement. reconcilation followed. and 
then everlisting peace.

New York, December 9.—American To- 
bacco practically constituted today’s mar- 
ket at the stock exchange. The transac- 
tions in it were 20,000 shares, on enormous 
total even when allowance is made for the 
fact that it is half-stock, leaving only 
168,233 shares for the remainder of the -list. 
Of this Chicago Gas, Sugar and Leather 
preferred figured for 110,900 shares, so that 
the sales of the usually active list dwin- 
died down to insignificant proportions. To- 
bacco opened anywhere from 66 down to 
63, and ruled comparatively steady around 
63@64 until the dfternoon when it bounded 
up to 72 and left off at.71%, against 67's 
on Saturday last. It developed during the 
late trading that a big short interest had 
covered, and that insiders were willing to 
accord the stock some support. One bear 
house returned a block of the stock which 
it had borrowed some time ago and’ it 
was current gossip that the deal had net- 
ted its principals several hundred thou- 
sand dollars. The return of this stock 
thoroughly frightened the smaller bears, 
who made frantic efforts to get back their 
contracts in the late trading. There was 
some buying of the stock for the long ac- 
count on the theory that all the bad news 
about the property had been made public. 
The stockholders’ movement against the 
directors is making progress and it is ex- 
pected that several other stock exchange 
houses will join with Rolston & Kass and 
Bache & Company shortly. It is under- 
stood that the president of a trust com- 
pany has been offered the chairmanship of 
a& committee to investigate the company’s 
affdirs, and that a definite answer will be 
given in a day or so. The preferred stock 
dropped 8% to 90 and rallied to 98% and 98.

SUPREME COURT BILL PASSES 


An Effort To. Knock Out the Popular 
Election Feature Fails—Both 
Houses Hard at Work. 


There was quite a tilt in the house yester- 
Hay when the bills introduced by Senator 
Brand came up for action. 

It was simply a fight between democrats 
and populists. 

The senator is a democrat and the two 
representatives from Gwinnett are popu- 
lists. The populists opposed the passage 
of the bills. 

They are companion bills. One repeals 
the act creating the county court of Gwin- 
mett. The other establishes a city court for 
Gwinnett county. 

Mr. Johnson, of Hall, and Mr. McCurry, 
of Hart, spoke in favor of these bills. 
They said it had been shown that the city 
court Was an absolute necessity. 

Messrs. Peeples and Espy, the populist 
members from Gwinnett, spoke against 
these biils. They said that the grand jury 
had refused to recommend it and that 
the people of their county were opposed 
to it. 

The vote stood ayes 104, noes 35—democrats 
204, populists 385. “ i 

The bills were passed. 

To Prevent Increase of Bonded Debt. 

The house yesterday reconsidered the bill 
to prevent the increase in the bonded debt 
of the state or the raising of the interest 
thereon. 

Mr. Dempsey offered a substitute repeal- 
ing the act to make the income of the State 
university permanent. 

Mr. McCurry, of Hart, attempted to 
amend by reducing the rate of interest from 
Z7 to 4 per cent. This was ruled out. 

Mr. Dempsey made a strong speech in 
favor of his substitute. ‘ 

Mr. Blalock, of Fayette, 
favor of the substitute. 

Mr. Mell, of Clarke, made a strong argu- 
ment against the measure. He said the 
legislature had never appropriated any 
money to the university and if this act was 
repealed they never would do it. The state 
simply pays interest to herself. The money 
Was given to the state for the support of 
this home institution by strangers. No 
mioney Was appropriated by the state. 

The vote stood ayes 89, noes 26, and the 
bill passed. 

Mr. Dempsey’s substitute repealing the 
funding act of i881, making the income of 
the University of Georgia permanent, is very 
important measure. As the law was, the 
trustees of the university could present to 
the governor any valid matured bond of the 
State, which might only be a 3% per cent 
bond, and the governor would have to is- 
sue a bond to the trustees bearing 7 per 
cent interest and good for fifty years, 
which could be renewed. The trustees have 
already obtained $275,000 of these 7 per cent 
bonds. Mr. Dempsey’s substitute seeks to 
prevent the increase of this bonded debt. It 
does not invalidate the bonds already is- 
sued, but it prevents their renewal at tne 
end of ftifty years. 

Mr, Dempsey made a good fight for this 
bill, and after reconsideration it was 


passed.

‘IN THE SENATE. 


Fleming’s Supreme Court Bill Passes 
That Body. 

The people of Georgia will be given -an- 
Other opportunity to give the supreme 
court the relief which is so badly needed. 

Speaker Fleming’s bill submitting the 
amendment of the constitution to the peo- 
ple, passed the senate yesterday. 

it increases the number of supreme court 
judges from three to six. There is to be 
one chief justice and five associate justices, 
and they are to be elected by the people. 
The first election of judges by the people 
will be held om the third Wednesday in 
December, 1896. 

An amendment to the bill as it came 
from the house was adopted and offered 
by the general judiciary committee of the 
senate. The amendment struck out the 
whole of the clause requiring the elec- 
tion of the judges to be by the people. 

Senator Harris, of the twenty second, as 
chairman of that committee, supported the 
amendment in a lengthy speech. He de- 
Clared that if the legislature passed the 
bill it would virtually declare that that 
body was tog corrupt to be trusted with 
the selection of our supreme court judges. 
The other senators who spoke with him 
were Senators Osborne and Sanford. 

Senators Snead, McGregor, Boyd, Wilson 
and Long spoke against the amendment. 
Senator Long took the position that the 
people could be trusted in all things; that 
their wil was supreme. 

Senator McGregor said it had been 
charged that this was going a step back- 
ward. He said he was glad to go back- 
ward to get on the principles of Jeffer- 
son. He wanted to go back a long way. 

The amendment was lost by. a vote of 
14 for and 21 against it. 

On the passage of the bill the vote was 
as follows: Those voting in the aftirma- 
tive were Senators Beeks, Broughton, 
Bush, Bussey, Boyd, Brown, Cumming, 
Craigo, Harris of the twelfth, Johnson, 
Keen, Lewis, Long, Little, Lumpkin, Mc- 
Millan, Mercer, McGregor, Munro, Morton, 
McGarrity, McClure, Ryals, Roberts, San- 
ford, Snead, Sharpe, Star, Tatum, Wilson, 
Wilcox, Wade and Williams—323. 

Those voting in the negative were Sen- 
ators Harris of the twenty-second, har- 
rison, Osborne, Upchurch and Whitley—6. 


Other Bills Passed. 


The bill of President Venable to make an 
extra levy of $25 on liquor dealers to estab- 
lish an inebriate asylum in this state, was 
reperted in The Constitution of Sunday as 
heving passed the senate. Though the bill 
received a constitutional majority it dia 
not pass on Saturday, as it changes the 
constitution of the state and required a 
two-thirds vote, which it did not receive, 
owing to the shm attendance on Saturday. 
It was reconsidered yesterday, however, 
and passed. 

Other bills passed yesterday were: 

To change the time for holding the regu: 
lar quarterly term of the city court of 
Elbert county so that the same shall com- 
mence on the second Monday in February, 
May, August and November: to authorize 
the town council of Bowman to issue 
bonds; to incorporate the town of Alto in 
the counties of Banks and Habersham; to 
relieve Mr. J. 8.

A resolution offered by Seantor Wade 
authorizing the governor to accept, in the 
name of the people of Georgia, from Gen- 
eral James D. McBnide, for preservation 
in the archives of the executive depart- 
ment, one copy of his historical publica- 
tion entitled ‘‘Important Periods in the His- 
tory of the United States,” and “‘The Seal 
of the United States and Seals of the Exec- 
utive, Judicial and Legislativifie Depart- 
ment of the Government,” was passed. 


Pages Receive Their Pay. 

The senators began yesterday to send in 
their accounts with the state and receive 
their per diem and mileage for the closing 
term. The pages also were settled with 
yesterday, and it was not an uncommon 
sight to see a page with a roll of bills in 
his pockets, or in his hands, about half of 
the time. Six pages have served in the 
senate this term, though only four are 
provided for. But by agreement, six were 
appointed, and the Salary of four was di- 
vided among them, each receiving $1.33 1-3 
per day. The pages’ names are Howard 
Stanton, Henry Burch, Rollin Broughton, 
Frank Moody, Emory Stanton and ha 
Bussey.

SKINNER AS A STAR. — 


THE BRILLIANT ACTOR HAD A 
BRILLIANT OPENING.

His New Play Is Strong and Attrac- 
tive—“‘A Railroad Ticket’ at the 
Lyceum—Trocadero’s Bill. 


One of tthe most brilliant theatrical 
events that Atlanta has known in a sea- 
son notable for its brilliancy in its Tine, 
was the appearance at the Grand last 
night of Otis Skinner in his new 
play, “Villon the Vagabond.” Under any 
circumstances the visit of Mr. Skinner is 
an event here in Atlanta, where his bril- 
liant ability has always met such hearty 
recognition, but it is doubly so this sea- 
son, coming as he does with a new play 
and having, by a most successful previous 
season, demonstrated his right to be class- 
ed among the foremost stars of the Amer- 
ican stage and having demonstrated as 
well his thorough ability to sustain him- 
self not only in the romantic roles, where 
he is seen to such splendid advantage, but 
in the great roles of the great masters. 

Last night he was greeted by a magnifi- 
cent audience, despite the inclement weath- 
er, and the brilliant events which drew so 
heavily on society. The theater was filled 
and the audience was most enthusiastic. 

As a play “Villon the Vagabond” is ex- 
tremely interesting and well written, and 
is a most excellent vehicle for Otis Skin- 
ner. The scene of the play is laidjn Paris 
in 1461, the last year of the reign of 
Charles VII, and the first of his son, Louis 
XI. The story deals with some of the 
vicissitudes in the life of Francois Villon, 
the French poet of the fifteenth century. 

In the first act, which takes place in the 
great reception hall of the Louvre, the love 
of the vagabond pcet, a ward of the king, 
Catherine de Vaucelles, is developed. He 
tells her of this love, but the court beauty 
will have none of him, for she is ambi- 
tious and is in league with the king's 
councillor De Grigny, who, trusted by the 
aged monarch, 1s secretly scheming to 
overthrow him. At the end of the first 
act Villon denounces the king, his meth- 
ods, his treatment of the people and his 
entourage in good round terms, and only 
escapes arrest by his good fortune in 
breaking his way through the guards. 

The second act shows the dnterior of the 
Fir-Cone inn, a Paris tavern made famous 
in Villon’s verse, where Villon has given 
a rendevouz to the Dauphin. On his way 
back from the palace he has committed 
his first crime, the theft of a dead man’s 
purse. In this tavern are found all of 
Villon’s favorite companions—thieves, cut- 
throats and bravos, who, when __the 
dauphin arrives, recognize him and _ pro- 
pose to turn him over to De Grigny and 
obtain a reward. They are foiled by the 
quick wit of a woman of the place, Denise, 
who is in love with the poet, and by 
means of a secret panel allows the prince 
to escape while Villon holds back his com- 
panions at the point of his sword. 

The scene of the third ect is laid in the 
apartments of Catherine de Vatucelles in 
the Louvre. De Grigny has remarked a 
striking likeness between Villon and the 
dauphin, and knowing that the Paris mob 
will demand their prince, has caused a 
letter to be sent the poet purporting to 
come from Catherine de Vaucelles, which 
gives him a rendezvous at her rooms in the 
palace at midnight, it being de Grigny’s 
intention to hold Villon and present him to 
the people should they demand the dauphin 
in his, the dauphin’s place. Villon keeps 
the tryst. Catherine demands why he has 
dared to enter her apartments like a thief 
in the night, and refuses to listen to him, 
even thovgh he gives her his sword and 
bares his breast that she may end his suf- 
fering then and there. De Grigny enters at 
this juncture and finding Villon unarmed, 
calls his guard and gives him the choice 
between immediate marriage with the 
woman he has compromised, or death. For 
a moment Villon does not understand, but 
when de Grigny tells him that the woman 
is Catherine, he is overjoyed, and still 
more so when he is told to enter an ad- 
joining room where he will find garments 
befitting the man who is about to wed the 
ward of the king. Catherine demurs at 
this proposition of De Grigny, but he ex- 
plains to her that it is only a ruse to gain 
time, assures her of his love and also that 
she shall share his*power once his end.is 
obtained. She gives an unwilling consent 
to play the part, but unfortunately for the 
conspirators, Villon has overheard that 
portion of the plot relating to himself, and 
his eyes are opened, Still he comes forward 
simulating the lover. The cries of. the 
mob are growing stronger. They demand 
the dauphin. Villon, at first unconsciously 
impersonates the prince, then seeing the 
mob really take him to be the dauphin, 
he draws his sword and bids them: in the 
most impassioned language to follow him 
to victory and the throne. This attempt 
ends in his arrest. 

The last act finds the unfortunate poei 
in the Bestile awaiting his execution for, 
high treason with several companions. 
Catherine de Vaucelles comes in search 
of de Grigny, and she is shortly followed 
by Denise, who comes for a last word with 
the man she loves. The two women have 
a very strong scene in which Denise begs 
for the life of her lover, but in vain, The 
hovr of execution is at hand. The pro- 
cession is about to move, when an official 
from the new king, Lovis XI, enters with 
a stay of execution, and he is followed 
a mcment later by the king in person, who 
grants Villon a full pardon. Of) course, 
by this time Villon has recognized the true 
value of the love which Denise bears him. 

The author has followed historical facts 
with some fidelity, but has taken more 
or less dramatic license in order to 
strengthen his plot and make the stcry 
interesting. The dialogue is bright, terse 
and crisp, and the situations and climaxes 
are strong and dramatic. 

Of Mr. Skinner’s ind@diviijual work, it is not 
necessary to say more than that he again 
demonstrated the strong grasp he has on 
the art which is his life’s work. Of all the 
young men to whom we look for great 
things, Otis Skinner is the most promising. 
I will not say that it is “coming” great- 
ness with him, for in the vernacular of 
Topsy, “he has done come.”

DAMROSCH AS DIRECTOR. 


An Interesting Estimate Showing the 
Personality of the Man. 


The sale of single seats to the season of 
German opera by the Damrosch company 
opens at the Grand box office this morning 
at 9 o’clock. The operas to be given will 
be ‘“‘Lohengrin,” “Siegfried” and ‘Tann- 
hauser’’ in the order named. That Mr. 
Damrosch and his superb company will be 
greeted with immense audiences there can 
be no doubt, as the sale of season tickets 
has been very large. 

William D. Armstrong, the accomplished 
music critic of The Chicago Tribune, places 
the following estimate upon Walter Dam- 
rosch as an operatic director: 

‘‘Whether it is seated on a chair in the 
middle of the stage between acts, follow- 
ing every detail of preparation for the next 
scene, or in buoying a timid singer into 
pb greater confidence, Mr. Damrosch seems 
always the point of reliance. After carry- 
ing through an act with fervor and apb- 
serption in his work he comes quietly be- 
hind the scenes and instead of withdrawing 
into the seclusion generally affected by con- 
ductors, remains on the stage.

‘Brangaene,’ without previous rehearsal, for 
the. first time, on two hours’ notice. The 
impersonation may have left much to be 
desired, but that it was satisfactory as it 
proved to be remains remarkable. But in 
this instance, as in others, the absolute 
confidence and daring of Mr. Damrosch 
seemed to infect the singer. Her timidity 
and nervousness were clearly apparent, but 
in no point overmastering, and the director 
carried her through in safety. 

‘Alertness of action and absolute ab- 
sence of indecision are always evident with 
Mr. Damrosch. An older man would not 
have risked what he has done. Older men 
are too intimately acquainted with the em- 
barrassment of unmsuccess to risk uncer- 
tainty, and older men are also not en- 
thusiastic. But Mr. Damrosch, in his 
undertakings, has had the firmness of pur-

Herr Popovici off the stage is full of life . 


and animation, much younger in appear- 
ance than when in opera, for he is yet a 
young man, and as earnest in all he says as 

e is in the roles he fills. He is not as tall 
as he seems beyond the footlights. It is 
the commanding manner that he has which 
adds to his inches on the stage as well as 
off. His face is a strong one. The eyes 
are gray-blue, bright and expressive. A 
brown mustache falls over rather full lips 
and his hair, also brown and short, is 
brushed straight back from his forehead. 
There is an open frankness in his manner 
that is delightful. What he thinks he says, 
apparently, and, having said it, has no de- 
sire to change tne expression. 

In speaking of his career the eminent 
singer, whose Telramund has met with such 
great enthusiasm, said to a reporter: 

“I was led to undertake my career in 
German opera througn the advice of the 
queen of Roumania, Carmen Sylva, Prior 
to that time I sang in Italian opera and in 
concerts. The queen first heard me sing 
some German songs in a concert at her 
summer residence, Sinai. She at once ad- 
vised me to undertake a German opera ca- 
reer, and made it possible for me to go to 
Vienna to study. It was originally intended 
I should be a physician, but at my own 
desire I was allowed to study at the con- 
servatory at Bucharest. My teacher there 
was G. Stephanesca. While I was studying 
there I was at the same time appearing 
as actor and singer at the Royal theater in 
Bucharest. 

“In Vienna I became a pupil of Herr 
Gansbacher. When I had finished with 
him I was directly engaged by Angelo 
Neumann for the Royal theater at Prague. 
My contract was for six years and to sing 
the heroic barytone roles in German and 
Italian opera. In addition to appearances 
in Prague I made several tours under the 
management of Herr Neumann in Ger- 
many. Herr Kniesc, the Bayreuth director, 
first heard me in Prague and engaged me 
for the festival performances of last sum- 
mer. 

“A false impression seems to prevail as 
to the character of Telramund in the opera 
of ‘Lohewerin.’ He is too often regarded 
as a villA&in when, in fact, he is not. He 
succumbs to the influence of Ortrud and be- 
lieves Lohengrin, through his magic, to be 
a dangerous man to his land. He is honor- 
able and upright in his purpose, even 
though after Lohengrin has given him his 
life he should attempt again to kill him. 
If he had pardoned him twenty times he 
would still have wanted to take his life, 
and for the very reasons which first prompt- 
ed him to the act. 

‘Iam the only Roumanian who has adopt- 
ed a German career. The rest have all 
chosen Italian opera. We have some good 
Singers in Roumania, and they have the 
Warm southern temperament. The queen 
of Roumania, to whom I owe my choice of 
career, always plays my accompaniments 
when I sing at Sinai. She is a very fine 
accompanist, and we have long programmes 
of Schubert and Schumann together. I am 
happy the queen of Roumania ts so highly 
regarded and well known in this country, 
and that I, as a Roumanian, am the first to 
sing Wagner opera here in German, for the 
German career is the greatest one.’’
